ed by Governor Kohler. 


Only three assemblymen opposed 


passage of the budget measure. Pro- 
gressives, Conservatives, Socialists 
and Democrats alike rallying to its 
support, as they did when the Sen 
ate passed it unanimously/ 


More difficulty, 
however, 
ron 


fronts the highway bill. In the Sen 
ate only Senator R. Bruce Johnson. 
Superior and Senator J. H. Carroll, 
Gllden voted against it. 
j 
Senator Johnson and others who 


oppose the measure have campaign- 
ed vigorously against its passage by 
the asembly. and the lower house's 
committee on highways has recom- 
mended that it be rejected. 


So vigorous has been the nature 


of Johnson's opposition that the Sen-' 
ate, as the request of Senator Wal- 
ter S. Goodland, author of the bill 
has appointed a committee to 
in- 


quire into the truth of Johnson's 
statements that Goodland, Governor 
Kohler and others have been influ- 
enced by the manufacturers 
of 


"black top" road materials. 


The committee has not as yet be- 


gun its inquiry, and, according to 
Senator James A. Barker, Antigo, 
one of its members, it is awaiting de- 
velopments when the bill comes on 
the floor of the assembly. 
A director of the budget, provided 


in the bill, is to bo appointed by the 
Governor, and confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. His salary is set at 56.000. He 
can be removed at the Governor's 
pleasure except during a. regular ses- 
sion of the legislature, or for two 
months before the session meets. 


WOULD PREPARE BUDGET 
He is to prepare a two-year bud- 


get, which is to represent all money 
which the legislature will appropri- 
ate to every governmental division. 
He "has authority to determine what 
sums each department needs for its 
work. 
The 
main 
point of controversy 


over the 
Goodland highway 
bill 


arises from the objection of several 
legislators to removing from the 
body the two ex-offlcio members. 
Under the present law. the commis- 
sion is made up of three part-time 
members who receive compensation 
only for the days they attend meet- 
ings. In addition to the three regu- 
lar members, the dean ot, the Wis- 
consin college of engineering and the 
state geologist are ex-officid mem- 
bers. 
Goodland's bill originally retained 


the ex-ofTicio members, but through 
an amendment submitted by Sen. H. 
B. Daggett, Milwaukee, they were 
removed. The measure now provides 
for three members who will receive 
annual salaries of $6,000 each. 


A total of L29S bills has already 


been introduced in the two houses. 
Last session there were 1.341 count- 
ing those brought in by the finance 
committee. With only 43 fewer meas- 
ures already presented than were in- 
troduced in 1927, the finance bills 
this year should bring the total to 
a higher mark than was reached last 
session. 
Another important administration 


bill has yet to be given even pre- 
liminary consideration by the 'cgis- 
lature. That is the Daggett income 
tax bill. It was scheduled for con- 
sideration during the past week. Be- 
cause many members were absent in 
Washington attending the La Fol- 
lette statue ceremony, the Daggett 
bill was referred again to the joint 
finance committee.

IS SMOKED OUT BY 


RAID OF TALKIES 


'Association Hopes to "Have 


Something Emphatic to 
Say" 
Very Soon

New York—The raid of the Holly- 


wood talkers on the legitimate stage, 
which already has lured about 150 
leading actors and actresses from 
Broadway, has at least smoked out 
the Actors' Equity association which 
had a preliminary brush with-the 
movie magnates last year. 


The association doesn't mind its 


members getting gaudy salaries from 
.the talkers, 'but" it, seesjno^reason 
why .the r "contractual obligations" 
imposed upon the legitimate 
pro- 


ducers should not also be borne by 
the "bellow drama," as Variety, the 
Broadway weekly, calls the talkers. 


Paul Dulzell of Equity, speaking 


Friday for the executive secretary, 
said the association had been delving 
into these matters and expected to 
"have something emphatic to say" 
in the very near future." Mr. Dul- 
zell discounted recent reports that 
the sound pictures were planning to 
recruit most of their talent from the 
silent film. 
"They are unquestionably taking 


more and more actors from the leg- 
itimate stage," he said, "and it has 
raised a problem which we can not 
ignore. We have been successful in 
establishing working conditions and 
details of employment and contracts 
with the legitimate producers. We 
believe that our members are en- 
t.tled to the same protection in the 
talking pictures, and it appears to 
us as decidedly unfair that the leg- 
limate stage should have to meet 
these exactions and that the film In- 
dustry should not." 


The 
movie producers 
threw a 


switch on Equity last year by or- 
ganzing what the actors called a 
"company union," in the form of a 
guild by distinguished film stars., 
which was supposed to achieve, in 
effect, the same ends as those sought 
by Equity. 
Equity is a strong and 


resourceful organization, which has 
founght many stiff battles with thea- 
Uical producers in the past, and the 
knowing opinion here js that there is 
apt to be somf fast milling over the 
question 
of Equity following its

NEED MORE STUDY 
\ 


Professor 
Sees, Necessity 


for Controlled Experimen- 
tation 


Cleveland —CXP)— Controlled ex- 


perimentation in elementary schools 
and high schools needs to be en- 
couraged, Floyd W. Reeves, profes- 
sor of education and director of the 
bureau of school service of the UnLj 
versity of Kentucky, told the Na' 
tional Society of College Teachers of 
Education here. 


"Greater use of controlled experi- 


mentation has been made by colleges 
of education in universities than by 
any other type of institution," he 
said. "It is surprising that teachers' 
colleges and normal schools, institu- 
tions having as their major func- 
tion the improvement of teaching In 
elementary and high schools, should 
have done so little in the way of dis- 
covering methods whereby the 
In- 


struction of their 
own 
students 


might be improved. 


"The limited extent to which con- 


trolled experimentation has been car- 
ried on leads to the suggestion that 
investigation of this type needs to be 
encouraged. 
Colleges, 
universities 


and teacher 
training institutions 


would do well to test out in an ob- 
jective manner the results obtained 
from the use of different teaching 
methods in order that the better 
methods may be discovered and ut- 
ilized." 


Christian college at Columbia. Mo.,

Americans engaged in holding and ex- 
tending the great foreign trade of our 
now mammoth industrial organiza- 
tions.

As is well known, thcfee experiments were made 


at various times in Italy, both by Wilbur Wright 


nd his brother. Orville, because

offer the .least resistance to man's attempts to 
conquer the air. Several foreign aeronauts, con- 
cerned chiefly with glider experiments, had prov- 
ed this.

"Anyone who 
understands 
the 


meaning of the constitution 
will 


readily recognize its emenies today. 
They include all those who in any 
form whatever, who desire to make 
the- state their private servant, and 
through control of public 
powers, 


use it to serve their own personal 
or class interests at the expense of 
others," said the speaker, who, also 
spoke of the diminished respect fo"r 
law and order today. 


'•It is ideals that make a. nation," 


he said. "Our country is one of 
ideals. It will be the ideals enter- 
tained by our people, especially by 
our young men and women that will 
determine the future of our nation.

The customer likes the yield, the 
salesman is anxious to make a sale, 
and as a result the deal is consum- 
mated without any or little regard 
for the actual needs of the investor. 
What the occasion demands is not a 
bond salesman who is eager to dis- 
pose of a new issue, but an Invest- 
ment expert who knows intimately 
the situation of the investor, and 
who is desirous of making only a 
fitting financial recommendation :'n 
his particular case. It may be that 
his prime need is not an additional 
bond or some more stock, but more 
insurance of some particular variety. 
I see no reason why an institution 
should not sell both investments and 
insurance, and put a financial exivrt 
in charge of the business. 
Such an 


advanced profcssionalization of fin- 
ancial service would make for much 
healthier programs. Under the pres- 
ent regime there are too many in- 
\estor-dyspeptics who are being fed 
additional fat and starch a"nd spices 
In the form of high-yielding bonds, 
and are even consuming "hot doss" 
between meals in the form of tin- 
haloed common stocks of hair-pin 
calibre, when what they need is a 
more defensive diet of Ismon juice 
and apples in tho form of Liberty 
bonds and insurance. 


It is not the purpose of this paper 


to make specific investment recom- 
mendations, but a few representative 
issues will be indicated to illustrate 
the essential points of 
an invest- 


ment program. For both the large 
and small investor, a namber of 
relatively low-yielding bonds should 
be included. In such a list might 
be named bonds of such a-character 
as Sierra and San Francisco Power 
5s, 1049, selling at OS 1-2, to yield 
more than 5 per cent. For individu- 
als •with larger 
investment 
funds, 


there might be Included such r.n 
issue as Phillips Petroleum 5 1-ls, 
1939, selling at 92- and yielding more 
than 6 per cent. 
Or if the invest- 


ment fund is still 
larger, 
a still 


greater yield can be had with a very i 
slight risk, a risk 
which can be 


largely insured by increased diversi- 
fication. 
As illustrative of such a 


list is International Paper fi.=. l'C.5. 
selling at M 1-2. nnd-yielding more 
than 6 1-2 per 
cent. 
For - much 


larger investment funds-, a part of 
which can be legitimately devoted 
to intelligent speculation, a repre- 
sentative from another list is sub- 
mitted. But it should be understood 
that such a list must bo carefully 
looked after, exchanges mn'de from 
timo to time, with no complete as- 
surance that more than an ordinary 
return in interest will ultimately be 
received. 
For those 
socking 
the 


higher yields, foreign bonds appear 
to have the greatest anpeal at the 
present time. 
As a representative 


of such a list might bo mentioned 
Hamburg Klectric
